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School Enrollment Increase 
Over A Million for Year 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 6--Enrollment in public elementary and secondary schools 
reached 38.6 million in the current school year, an increase of 1.1 million, 
or 3 percent, the National Education Association announced today. This is the 
ninth consecutive year in which enrollment increases have exceeded 1 million. 

The enrollment figures, and a vast accumulation of other data relating to 
the schools, are contained in Estimates of School Statistics, 1961-62, pub- 
lished by the NEA Research Division. Overall national totals are given, along 
with state by state figures which permit comparisons among the trends as they 
have developed within the nation and the several states. 

High school enrollments continue to grow at a rate more than double that 
for the elementary schools, a situation which reflects the circumstance that 
the bulge in postwar population increases is now moving through the high schools. 
High school enrollment this year reached 12.6 million, an increase of 580,000, 
or 4.8 percent. Тһе gain in elementary schools was 563,000 to a total of 26 
million, a gain of 2.2 percent. 

Average salaries of classroom teachers increased by $252, or 4.8 percent, 
to a new total of $5527. The number of teachers in elementary schools rose by 


3.2 percent to 876,000, a gain of more than 27,000. Secondary schools gained

nearly 24,000 teachers (4.3 percent), for a new total of 578,000. The 

number of emergency teachers lacking full qualification for certification, 
stood at 97,000, nearly 7 percent of the teaching force. 

The report shows a further continuing decline in the number of school 
districts, reflecting reorganizations and consolidations in the interest of 
better education. There are 35,330 school districts this year, 2145 fewer 
than a year ago, and much less than half of the total 10 years ago. 

Total expenditures of the school districts, including capital outlay 
and interest on debt, rose by Т.Т percent to a total of $18.1 billion. 

Income rose by 7-5 percent to $19.4 billion. 

of the schools' $16.6 billion in revenue receipts, $9.3 billion came 
from local, intermediate and other sources; $6.7 billion from the states, 
and six-tenths of a billion dollars from the federal government. 

Current expenditures for elementary and secondary education, per pupil 
in average daily attendance, rose by 5.3 percent to a national average of 
$414, a gain of $21 during the year. There is wide disparity among the states 
in their expenditures per pupil in average daily attendance. For example, 
Mississippi spent $220; New York, $615. 

The school age population of the country is given as 45 million last 
July 1, a gain of 2.8 percent over the Census Bureau figure for April, 1960. 
Children of school age (5 to 17) represent more than a quarter of the country's 
population. 

The NEA estimates were developed with the cooperation of state departments 


of education and state education associations. Thirteen tables are included 


to present the information gathered on 4 state by state basis.

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FOREWORD 


The Research Division of the National Education Association presents here- 
in its twentieth annual compilation of Estimates of School Statistics. This 
report includes estimates for 1961-62 and revised estimates for 1960-61. The 
purpose is to supply greatly needed current data on administrative organiza- 
tion, pupils, staff members, and revenues and expenditures of public elementary 
and secondary schools. 


This project is a co-operative one, involving the state departments of ed- 
ucation and the state education associations as well as the NEA Research Divi- 
sion. Estimates are first prepared by the NEA Research Division, using all 
available information on new legislation and current facts on economic, social, 
and demographic developments. The Division's estimates are then submitted to 
the state departments of education and the state education associations for 
verification or revision. 


Forty-nine of the 50 states participated in the development of this year's 
report--some verifying or revising all the estimates and some only part of 
them. In the tables of this report, state figures which have not been approved, 
revised, or altered in light of the comments from a state are marked as NEA 
Research Division estimates. 


Experience indicates that in recent years the estimates of national sum- 
maries have had a high degree of accuracy, and state-by-state summaries, a 
reasonable degree of accuracy. Over the years the state figures have improved 
as the users of this report and the estimators on our staff have gained experi- 
ence. Nevertheless, the figures should be identified as estimates, not as 
official or final figures. These data should not be used in lieu of official 
figures after the Biennial Survey of the U.S. Office of Education becomes avail- 
able. With few exceptions, which are noted in the report, these estimates are 
consistent in definition with the final figures reported later by the state 
departments of education to the U.S. Office of Education. 


The totals for the United States for 1957-58 and for prior years include 
48 states and the District of Columbia. Alaska is included in the totals for 
1958-59; and both Alaska and Hawaii, in the totals for 1959-60 and subsequent 
years. Figures for the Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands 
are given in Table 13.

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION 


The school system is the basic administrative unit for the operation of local elementary and 
secondary schools and for contracting for school services. In complexity of operation, basic units 
range from one-teacher rural systems to large metropolitan systems serving thousands of pupils. A 
system may be an independent governmental unit or a part of a state government, county, or other 
local government unit. The governing body of the system is the school board. The chief adminis- 
trative officer is the superintendent of schools. 


Basic Administrative Units 
(Table 1, columns 2 and 5) 


In organization, the basic administrative units of the public school systems vary greatly 
throughout the United States. According to the U.S. Bureau of the Census, the responsibility for 
the public schools of 50 states and the District of Columbia rests as follows: (a) with independent 
school districts in 29 states; (b) with county, city, or town government in four states; and (c) with 
both (a) and (b) above in 16 states. In one state, Hawaii, the whole state is one basic unit for 
school operations. The basic unit in the District of Columbia is the District government.l/ 


The number of basic administrative units reported in 1931-32 was 127,422. Primarily as a re- 
sult of reorganization laws which have facilitated the consolidation and annexation of school dis- 
tricts, the number of such units has declined steadily. The 1961-62 total of 35,330 represents a 
72.3-percent decrease from the 1931-32 figure; a 50.2-percent decrease in the 10-year period since 
1951-52; and a 5.7-percent decrease in the last year. 


The trend over the past 10 years in the total number of basic administrative units in the 
states and the District of Columbia is shown below by combining figures of the U.S. Office of Edu- 
cation with NEA Research Division estimates (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

The Bureau of the Census reports the number of public school systems as part of the Census of 
Governments series. For 1956-57 the number reported was 52,913;2/ preliminary figures for 1961-62 
show a total of 37,4383/ public school systems. For 1961-62 the NEA Research Division estimates 
2108 fewer basic administrative units than the Census Bureau reported. Nearly four-fifths of the 
difference in the 1961-62 figures is attributable to the difference in the number of districts re- 
ported for one state, Pennsylvania. The NEA Research Division reports the number of operating 
units in Pennsylvania, and the Census Bureau reported the basic legal entities, the districts. The 
Census Bureau figures also include public systems at the college level. Other differences arise 
from variations in time and method of collecting the figures. 


Board Members 
(Table 1, columns 3 and 6) 


With the decrease in the number of administrative units has come a decrease in the number of 
school-board members and trustees. These are citizens elected or appointed to determine policy and

to exercise general supervision over the operations of the local school districts. The U.S. Office 
of Education reported a total of 423,974 school-board members in 1933. By 1960-61 the number of 
school-board members in basic units had decreased to an estimated 166,571. In 1961-62 the number 
of school-board members was estimated at 159,049. 


Superintendents of Schools 
(Table 1, columns 4 and 7) 


The superintendent of a school system is a professional person in charge of the administration 
of the activities of the local school district. A number of Superintendents administer the func- 
tions of two or more local school districts. The number of superintendents in the basic units was 
estimated at 13,012 for 1960-61 and at 12,923 for 1961-62. These totals are smaller than the total 
number of persons with the title of "superintendent of schools" since they do not include state 
superintendents or superintendents of intermediate units (such as counties in the Western states), 
and a few other special types. 


SCHOOL-AGE POPULATION, ENROLLMENT, AVERAGE DAILY 
MEMBERSHIP, AND AVERAGE DAILY ATTENDANCE 


School-age population (5 to 17), enrollments, average daily membership, and average daily at- 
tendance are basic to the measurement of the size and cost of the public schools. State figures 
and the totals for the 50 states and the District of Columbia for these four series are shown in 
Table 2 for 1960-61 and in Table 3 for 1961-62. 


Population 5-17 Years of Age 
(Table 2, column 2, and 
Table 3, column 2) 


The population aged 5-17 years is the age group which is significant for the elementary- and 
secondary-school enrollments. Revised estimates for this age group based on the final Census count 
for April 1, 1960, are not available for the intercensal years between 1950 and 1960. 


According to the Decennial Census the School-age population of the United States, including 
Alaska and Hawaii, has increased from 30,724,284 on April 1, 1950, to 43,881,109 on April 1, 1960, 
an increase of 42.8 percent. The total population of the United States, excluding the Armed Forces 
overseas, increased from 151,325,798 to 179,323,175 over the same period, an increase of 18.5 per- 
cent. The school-age population was 20.3 percent of the total population in 1950, and had increased 
to 25.2 percent of the total population by 1960. NEA Research Division estimates the School-age 
population for July 1, 1961, at 45,131,685, a gain of 2.8 percent over April 1, 1960. 


Public-School Enrollment 
(Table 2, columns 3, 4, 5, and 8, and 
Table 3, columns 3, 4, 5, and 8) 


State-by-state estimates of enrollments for 1960-61 and 1961-62 are shown in columns 3 to 5 
of Tables 2 and 3. The NEA Research Division estimates include kindergarten in the elementary- 
School enrollment, include junior high schools in the secondary-school enrollment, and omit junior- 
college enrollments. These figures reflect enrollment by organization level, elementary and sec- 
ondary, through the end of the school year. The following figures show enrollments for the years 


1951-52 through 1961-62 in the NEA series.

A total enrollment of 38,632,995 is estimated for the school year 1961-62. This is an in- 
crease of 3.1 percent over 1960-61, and an increase of 44.6 percent over 1951-52. The percents of 
increase in enrollment over 1951-52 and for each year over the previous year are shown below.

Elementary-school enrollment increased 2.2 percent from 1960-61 to 1961-62, and since 1951-52 
it has increased 31.9 percent. Secondary-school enrollment increased 4.8 percent from 1960-61 to 
1961-62, and since 1951-52 it has increased an estimated 80.5 percent. 


Table 2, column 8, shows the 1960-61 enrollment in public elementary and secondary schools as 
a percent of the population aged 5-17 as of April 1, 1960; and Table 3, column 8, the 1961-62 en- 
rollment as a percent of the population aged 5-17 as estimated by the NEA Research Division for 
July 1, 1961. In 1960-61, public elementary- and secondary-school enrollment was 85.4 percent of 
the population aged 5-17; in 1961-62 it was 85.6 percent. 


The trend in enrollment as a percent of the population aged 5-17 is not shown in this report. 
Percents shown in previous reports should not be used. Population aged 5-17 used in calculating 
these percents were postcensal estimates based on the 1950 Census and were somewhat high. 


The two enrollment series compiled by the U.S. Office of Education differ from the NEA series. 
For the fall enrollment series the U.S. Office of Education collects the figures on an organization 
basis (elementary and secondary enrollments rather than grade levels K-8 and 9-12). These are the 
enrollments at the beginning of the school year. 


The NEA Research Division enrollment estimates are cumulative enrollments to the end of the 
school year. The enrollment figures reported in the Biennial Survey of the U.S. Office of Educa- 
tion are comparable to NEA Research Division estimates in respect to time, method of computation, 
and totals, but differ in that the U.S. Office of Education divides total enrollment into grade 
levels rather than into the organization levels of the NEA Research Division estimates. 


The NEA Research Division estimates of total enrollment and the total figures reported later 
by the U.S. Office of Education in the Biennial Survey are comparable. The estimates of the total 
enrollment in the NEA series shown above and the total enrollment figures reported in the Biennial 
Survey series of the U.S. Office of Education shown below have differed only slightly for the years 
1951-52 through 1959-60. The difference between the U.S. Office of Education projections of total 
enrollment for 1961-62 and the NEA Research Division estimates for the same year is about 1 percent.

Average Daily Membership 
(Table 2, columns 6 and 9, and 
Table 3, columns 6 and 9) 


A pupil is a member of a school from the date he is placed on the current roll until he perma- 
nently leaves. Membership is the total number of pupils belonging; the sum of those present and 
those absent. Average daily membership for the school year is an average obtained by dividing the 
aggregate days of membership by the number of days schools were in session. 


The U.S. Office of Education in State Educational Records and Reports Series: Handbook II 
recommends average daily membership as the best measure of pupil load. However, some states have 


not adopted this method for reporting pupils. 


Column 6 of Tables 2 and 3 gives ADM for 1960-61 and for 1961-62 for the states reporting and 
an estimated total for the 50 states and the District of Columbia. In 1960-61 the estimated ADM 
was 35,672,900; in 1961-62, 36,760,600. This represents a gain of 3.0 percent. 


Table 2, column 9, shows the 1960-61 ADM as a percent of the population aged 5-17 as of 
April 1, 1960; and Table 3, column 9, the 1961-62 ADM as a percent of the population aged 5-17 as 
estimated by the NEA Research Division for July 1, 1961. In 1960-61, ADM was 81.3 percent of the 
school-age population; in 1961-62 it was 81.5 percent. 


Average Daily Attendance 
(Table 2, columns 7, 10, and 11 and 
Table 3, columns 7, 10, and 11) 


The average daily attendance for the school year is the aggregate days the pupils were in 
school divided by the number of days school was actually in session. From 1960-61 to 1961-62, aver- 
age daily attendance increased 1,092,720 to a total of 34,518,190, an increase of 3.3 percent. The 
figures below show the trend in average daily attendance by combining the figures of the U.S. Office 
of Education and the NEA Research Division interpolations and estimates (starred):

Average daily attendance was 89.2 percent of the total enrollment in 1960-61, and 89.3 per- 
cent of the total enrollment in 1961-62 (Table 2, column 10, and Table 3, column 10). Average daily 
attendance as a percent of enrollment is shown below for the school years 1951-52 through 1961-62:

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Column 11 of Tables 2 and 3 gives the percent that average daily attendance is of average 
daily membership for 1960-61 and for 1961-62. The difference between 100 percent and the percents 
shown in this column is the percent of average daily absence. 


INSTRUCTIONAL STAFF MEMBERS 


The instructional staff comprises classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, librarians, 
guidance and psychological personnel, and related instructional workers. In these estimates the 
figures for the total instructional staff are closer to the actual figures than are the figures for 
the components of the staff. Over the years, the increased accuracy of state reporting has ac- 
counted for part of the shift among components of the staff. Another factor in the shift between 
classroom teachers and principals has been the gradual elimination of the position of teaching 
principal. The teaching principal, who was formerly classified as a classroom teacher, has become 
a nonteaching principal because of the consolidation of small districts or the growth of enroll- 
ments in districts. 


Total Instructional Staff 
(Tables 4 and 5) 


The total instructional staff in 1961-62 is estimated at 1,577,653. This is an increase of 
3.7 percent over the revised estimate of 1,521,966 staff members in 1960-61. The estimates of the 
NEA Research Division on the numbers of classroom teachers, principals, supervisors, and other in- 
structional staff are shown below for each of the past four years.

The elementary-school classroom teachers totaled 875,959 in 1961-62, a gain of 3.2 percent 
»ver the revised estimate of 848,853 for 1960-61. The elementary-school classroom teaching staff 


has increased 41.3 percent since 1951-52. 


By 1961-62 the secondary-school classroom teachers numbered an estimated 578,403, a gain of 
4.3 percent over the revised estimate of 554,483 for 1960-61. Over the years since 1951-52 the 
number of secondary-school teachers has increased 68.6 percent. 


For 1961-62 the total number of classroom teachers is estimated at 1,454,362, a gain of 3.6 
percent over the revised estimate of 1,403,336 for 1960-61. Since 1951-52 the total classroom 


teaching staff has increased 51.0 percent.

Because of 
the shortage of qualified teachers, most states have permitted the employment of teachers under 
substandard, temporary, or emergency credentials. Other states issue provisional certificates

Since 1951-52, many states have increased the requirements for full certification so that many 
individuals who would have qualified for full certification in a state a few years ago now qualify 
only for these provisional certificates. On the other hand, the number of teachers lacking full 
certification understates the broader problem of teacher shortage because it does not include 
(a) the number of unfilled positions, (b) the number of teachers needed to reduce class size and 
teacher work load, and (c) the number needed to eliminate half-day sessions. A full report on the 
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broader problem of teacher shortage may be found in the NEA Research Division Report 1961-R9, 


Teacher Supply and Demand in Public Schools, 1961. The figures below show the ratio of emergency

The number of emergency teachers has increased from 69,848 in 1951-52 to 97,348 in 1961-62, 
a gain of 39.4 percent. While the number of emergency teachers has increased substantially, the 
percent of classroom teachers lacking full certification has remained fairly constant, at around 
7 percent of the total number of classroom teachers, for each year since 1951-52. It should be 
kept in mind that over the 10-year period shown above, states were increasing standards for full 
certification and that many teachers reported as emergency teachers in 1961-62 would have fully 
qualified under previous standards. In 1961-62, of the teachers who lack full certification, 68 
percent are employed in the elementary schools; 43 percent, in the rural schools. Forty-seven 
percent of these teachers have less than four years of college preparation. 


Teachers’ Salaries 
(Tables 7 and 8) 


The revised estimates of the average salary of the instructional staff in 1960-61 was $5449 
(Table 7). The estimate for 1961-62 is $5716 (Table 8). The gain of $267 represents an increase 
of 4.9 percent. 


These average salary figures are for the entire instructional staff--classroom teachers, prin- 
cipals, supervisors, and other instructional personnel. In the computation of the national aver- 
age, each state average is weighted by the number of instructional staff members in the state. 


The trend in average salaries is shown below as a combination of figures of the U.S. Office 
of Education and estimates of the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are 
starred):

Salaries of the instructional staff have gained every year in the past 10 years, at an aver- 
age annual rate of 5.2 percent. The average salary per member of the instructional staff in 
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1961-62 is estimated at $5716, an increase of $2266, or 65.7 percent over the average salary of 
$3450 in 1951-52. However, in terms of purchasing power as measured by the Consumer Price Index 
of the U.S. Department of Labor, Bureau of Labor Statistics (1947-49 = 100.0) the average salary 
of instructional staff members was $3056 in 1951-52 and had advanced to $4455 in 1961-62. Insofar 
as the Consumer Price Index is an accurate measure of the increases in the cost of living for in- 
structional staff members throughout the United States, the real gain in the purchasing power of 
average salaries amounted to 45.8 percent in the 10 years since 1951-52. 


For 1960-61 the estimated average salary of classroom teachers was revised to $5275, or 97 per- 
cent of the average salary of the total instructional staff. The revised average annual salary of 
elementary-school teachers in 1960-61 was $5075; and of secondary-school teachers, $5543. 


For 1961-62 the average salary of classroom teachers is estimated at $5527, or 97 percent of 
the figure for the entire instructional staff. This is a gain of 4.8 percent over the figure for 
1960-61. The estimated average salary of elementary-school teachers in 1961-62 is $5325; and of 
secondary-school teachers, $5800. 


The average salaries of elementary-school teachers are lower than those of secondary-school 
teachers; however, over the past years the difference appears to be growing smaller. In 1951-52 
the average annual salary of elementary-school teachers was 83.1 percent of the corresponding fig- 
ure for secondary-school teachers. By 1961-62 the average salary of elementary-school teachers 
increased to 91.8 percent of the salary estimated for secondary-school teachers. The decrease in 
the difference may be the result of several factors: (a) increased preparation of elementary- 
School teachers, (b) more acute shortage of elementary-school teachers in the past 10 years, (c) 
longer periods of service, and (d) improved status of the position of elementary-school teachers. 


Table 8, columns 6 through 11, and Table 9, columns 8 through 13, show by state the percent 
distribution of classroom teachers by salaries paid. The trend in this distribution for the United

In 1952-53, about 6 classroom teachers in 10 were paid less than $3500. It is estimated that 
in 1961-62 about 6 classroom teachers in 100 will be paid less than $3500. In 1952-53 only about 
l classroom teacher in 8 was paid $4500 or more; in 1961-62 almost 6 in 8 will be paid $4500 or 
more. Tables 8 and 9 give a more detailed breakdown of the salary classification, $4500 and over. 
In 1961-62, 43.0 percent of all classroom teachers will be paid $5500 or more; 21.4 percent, $6500 


or more; and 8.6 percent, $7500 or more. 


State and sectional differences in teachers' salaries are great. The following figures show 
average salaries paid the instructional staff by region for the years 1959-60 through 1961-62.

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In 1961-62 a difference of $2349 exists between the average salary paid in the Southeast and 
the average paid in the Far West. In 1959-60 the dollar gap was $2188; in 1960-61 it was $2288. 
In these three years, the dollar gap has widened, but the percent relationship has closed slightly. 


SCHOOL FINANCE 


The total revenue and nonrevenue receipts of public elementary and secondary schools are esti- 
mated at $19,474,187,000 for 1961-62. This is an increase of 7.5 percent over the revised esti- 
mated total receipts of $18,111,701,000 in 1960-61. The total expenditures, including current ex- 
pense, capital outlay, and interest, increased from $16,807,934,000 in 1960-61 to an estimated 
$18, 105,285,000 in 1961-62, an increase of 7.7 percent. 


Revenue Receipts 
(Tables 9 and 10) 


In this series, revenue receipts include all monies received from the general funds of the 
federal, state, county, and local governments; receipts from taxes levied for school purposes; in- 
come from permanent school funds and endowments; income from leases of school land; interest; 
tuition; gifts; and charges. 


For 1961-62, revenue receipts are estimated at $16,646,781,000, an increase of 8.7 percent 
over the revised estimate of $15,320,340,000 for 1960-61. From 1951-52 through 1961-62, school 
revenue receipts increased a total of 159.1 percent at an average annual rate of 10.1 percent for 
the decade. Below are shown the revenue receipts since 1951-52 as reported by the U.S. Office of 
Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA Research Division estimates are starred):

For the United States as a whole, the distribution of school revenue by source has remained 
fairly constant since 1955-56; about 4 percent from federal, 40 percent from State, and 56 percent 
from local and other sources. State-by-state figures are given in Tables 9 and 10, columns 6 
through 8, for the years 1960-61 and 1961-62. 
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Nonrevenue Receipts 
(Tables 9 and 10) 


Nonrevenue receipts include all monies received from loans, sales of bonds, sales of property 
purchased from capital funds, and insurance adjustments. The nonrevenue receipts for 1961-62 were 
$2,827,406,000, up 1.3 percent from the estimate of $2,791,361,000 for 1960-61. From 1951-52 to 
1961-62, nonrevenue receipts increased 133.1 percent. The trend in nonrevenue receipts is shown 
in a combination of figures from the U.S. Office of Education and the NEA Research Division (NEA

Current expenditure of elementary and secondary day schools includes amounts paid for general 
control, instructional service, operation, maintenance, fixed charges, and other school services 
at all levels of administration--state, intermediate, and basic local. Current expenditure com- 
Prises all governmental contributions to the retirement fund and expenditure for school services 
including attendance, health services, transportation, food services, and others. This figure 
does not include payments for capital outlay and interest on school debt or, except when otherwise 
noted, amounts spent for community colleges, adult education, summer school, and community 


Services.

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Current Expenditures per Pupil in ADM 
(Tables 11 and 12, column 4) 


Average daily membership (ADM) is recommended as a better measure than ADA for use in comput- 
ing per-pupil expenditures. It represents an average of the pupils belonging--those attending 
(ADA) plus those absent--and Provides a better measure of the number of pupils for whom the expend- 
itures were made. Because some States have not adopted this method of pupil reporting, figures on 
expenditures per pupil in ADM are incomplete. 


Column 4 of Tables 11 and 12 gives the expenditure per Pupil in ADM for 1960-61 and for 196 1-62 
for the 40 states and the District of Columbia reporting ADM. From this incomplete return, the NEA 
Research Division has estimated the expenditure for the 50 states and the District of Columbia per 
pupil in ADM to be $369 for 1960-61 and $388 for 1961-62, or about 94 percent of the expenditure 
per pupil in ADA for each of these years. 


Current Expenditures for Other Programs 
(Tables 11 and 12, column 5) 


Current expenditures for programs other than elementary and secondary day school programs in- 
clude expenditures for summer schools, community colleges, adult education, and for community serv- 
ices (public libraries, community centers, recreational programs, etc.) when operated by local 
school districts. 


Current expenditures for other programs amounted to $272,295 in 1960-61 and to $318,870 in 
1961-62, an increase of 17.1 percent. 


Capital Outlay 
(Tables 11 and 12, column 6) 


Capital outlay was estimated at $2,885,391,000 for 1960-61 and at $2,953,999,000 for 1961-62. 
The total figure for capital outlay excludes the outlay by state and local building authorities be- 


of current expenditures. The amounts spent by the authorities in four states, Georgia, Indiana, 
Kentucky, and Pennsylvania, totaled $220, 500,000 in 1960-61 and $221,000,000 in 1961-62. The
